3 of the cellar, affords a basin for th« 
collection of any wateT that niayj get 
Into the cellar. To avoid this, trouble, 
»hd for many other reasons, it is' better. 
to have the height seven fe'et six ia'che* 
in the clear. This, .will permit .thq hot 
,air, pipes to go put of the. furnace bon- 
'net ,at the top (instead of at the sides) 
and.give, them a good inclination up- 
^ard to,ward ,tbe register boxes. Often 
they are set on a level or nearly sb, jn 
which case the hot air does hot easily 
make its way upward, arid its circula- 
tion is in consequence' slow. ;Tb<i 
smoke pipe also should, have all the 
elevation possible between'the furnace 
and the chimney, to insure a good 
draught.

While the foundation wall is being 


built is the time to leave..the holefc re- 
quired for the drainpipes, sewer .pipes, 
etc. Often the mason, for his conven- 
ience, pays no attention to these, and, 
in consequence,, the plumber, when he 
comes to work, must knock the needed 
holes through the wall, to the oorisid- 
erablc damage; thereof; for these'open- 
ings are seldom afterward "pi-opterly 
filled up solid as the original wall,' but 
instead are merely stopped' up* so ais to 
show a finish on the inside, remaining 
ever afterward convenient inlets for 
surface water from the -outside,! after 
heavy rains.' All these,.apparently lit^ 
'tie things done at the proper ,tim« renr 
der the work well done, aud save mnch' 
extra cost, for it often takes more tame 
.to pull down,work to correct an errjpr 
than it would have taken to have clone 
it right at the first. Avoid always,.if 
possible, omissions'as 'much as mis- 
takes, for, in building as in morals, pins 
of omission are often as costly as those 
of commission.—Scientific American. •<'

The' 
proof of the pudding is in the eating/ 
and in this case ithas proved excellent.' 
It may be well for me to state that all 
the above was done during a, dearth of 
honey, when bees are inclined to be 
more quarrelsome than at any other 
time.— Cor. Gleanings in Bee Culture. 


—Home Farm: Instead of fall plow- 


Ing, we are coming more and more to 
say summer plowing, and the reform 
or improvement is one of the most sig- 
nificant for good husbandry which has 
been attempted by our farmers for a 
long time. 
Good husbandry takes 


time by tbe forelock. Now, in our 
somewhat short seasons, we must get 
an early start with crops. And it ia 
necessary to start this "early start" 
the previous fall; spring is too late al- 
together.

in the season— we mean early Jail, or 
rather late summer— as it will to put it 
off till spring".

It will be aver y difficult 
if not an altogether impossible thing, in 
hie judgment, to detect all adulterations 
of butter, but he ia quite sure there would 
be nodifflculty In watching the manuf act 
ore of the material which is the basis of 
the adulterations. The oils used in the 
manufacture of artificial butter can not 
be well made without attracting the 
notice and attention of the revenue of- 
ficials. As the laws stand now, however, 
it is necessary for the Government to fol- 
low these oils beyond the point of manu- 
facture, and show their use in compound- 
ing an imitation of butter before the tax 
can be levied. The idea of Mr. Killer is to 
have the Oleomargtae law amended so as 
to provide for the levying of a uniform tax 
upon all these oils instead of upon the 
artificial butter products, with a fur- 
ther 
provision 
permitting 
a 
re- 


bate to such consumers as make proper 
proof to the Revenue Bureau of the fact 
that they have used the oils for lubricating 
or similar purposes. The tax will thus be 
collected upon the oil itself and refunded 
upon subsequent proof that it was used 
in other ways than in the imitation of 
butter. It is quite probable an endeavor 
will be made before the expiration of the 
coding session of Congress to secure an 
amendment to the law of the kind sug- 
gested. 
A New Method for Holding: Civil-Serv- 
ice Examinations. 


WASHINOTON, Nov. 34— Heretofore the 


examinations by the Civil-Service Commis- 
sioners have been held without method. 
When the presure for an examination in a 
State became heavy, the commissioners 
would order one held at some place as 
convenient as possible, notices would sent 
such applicants that at a certain place on 
a certain day they were expected to be 
present and be examined. Under this 
way of proceeding, many applicants were 
taken by surprise and could not in the 
short time allowed them arrange to obey 
the 
order 
of 
the 
commissioners. 


The result was applicants were disap- 
pointed. No one could tell, when he filed 
an application, when or where he would 
be examined. In some States two or three 
examinations would be held in one year, 
and in other States one or more. In this 
way the eligible registers of some States 
were well supplied with high-graded ap- 
plicants, and the registers of other States 
were constantly defeated. 


Under the new plan, which Is now being 


considered by the commissioners, a 
schedule of the times and places at which 
examinations are to be held will be pub- 
lished, and each applicant at the time he 
applies will know that he is making 
application for an examination to be held 
at a certain place at a certain time. The 
schedule embraces all the States, fixing 
dates at which examinations will he held 
annually at certain named places in each 
State. The places selected for examina- 
tions will be arranged In routes, and ex- 
amtaers will be assigned to each route.

Lieutenant Pearcy's Explorations in 


Greenland. 


HALIFAX, N. S., Nov. 24.—Lieutenant 


Pearcy, who has been on an expedition to 
Greenland for the purpose of satisfying 
himself of the feasibility of traveling 
across that country and thus opening a 
new route for Arctic explorers, arrived in 
Halifax last night on his way home to the 
United States. Landing at a Danish set- 
tlement on the west coast of Greenland he 
journeyed eastward for one hundred miles 
over an unbroken field of snow, and then 
returned to the starting place. This was 
his principal Journey, and he was accom- 
panied on it by the Assistant Danish 
Governor, but he made several short trips 
alone. His observations and experiences 
satisfied himthatGreenland can be crossed 
over from west to east by future expediti- 
tions to the North Pole. On his one hundred 
mile trip Lieutenant Pearcy and his com- 
panion had to travel on snow shoes and 
haul the sleds containing their provisions 
themselves, the snow being too soft for 
dogs. They experienced no hardships, 
and retu rned to the coast in good condi- 
tion. 


Want a Monopoly. 


BOSTON, Mass., Nov. 24-An Ottawa 


special to the Herald says: The official 
gazette contains a notice that a company 
will apply to Parliament next session for 
a charter to construct and operates line 
of railway from some point on the Cana- 
dian Pacific railway, east of Winnipeg, to 
the mouth of the Albany river on Hudson's 
Bay. The general impression in railway 
circles is that the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way Company is at the bottom of the 
scheme, in order to kill the road, upon 
which construction has been commenced, 
running from Winnipeg to Port Churchill.

One must be born a tarsee, forj like 


the Brahmin, his sacred faith admits o 
no proselyting. On purity as the found- 
ation-stone is built the superstructure 
of his belief, and Zoroaster's three 
precepts, "good 
thoughts," 
"go»d 


words," "good deeds," are his rule 
of life 
That lie may be constantly re- 


minded of his duty to move within the 
circle of those precepts, he wears his 
gudle triply coiled. A Parsee chile 
should bo born on the ground floor 01 
the house, that by humility at the be- 
ginning and correctness of after-life he 
may mcilt advancement, not only in 
tMa world, but in that which is to 
come. 


When seven days old an astrologer is 


called upon to cast his nativity. He 
lirst gives a list of names that the chile 
may bear, and allows the parents to 
chooHe one ol them, then drawing a set 
of hieroglyphics with chalkon awooden 
tablet, he predicts the future of the 
infant, which the relatives receive with 
implicit faith and admiring reverence. 
This document is carefully preserved 
among the family records, and often 
haw a marked influence on the after- 
life 
Having attained the age of abou 


soven years,, the first religious cere- 
mony is performed, which makes tbe 
child an accountable being, anrd brings 
him into full fellowship of the'faith o: 
Ins fathers. 
The ceremony begins with 


an ablution for purification. 'Ine pries' 
I hen investi him with tlio sacred girdle, 
mid tying the cord around the waist, 
In- pionoiiiu'os 
a 
benediction, and 


throws slices of fruit, Mseds, perfumes 
mid (-piues upon the hand. This laisti, 
or^aarod cord, is woven only by women 
ol the priestly elus>s, and is composed 
ol seventy-two white cotton threado, 
the number emblematic of the soventy- 
t u o chapters) of the Yasna, a portion 
ot the /end-Avpsta. 
Should the ebilii 


ilie before the performance ot this cere- 
mony his soul is suppused to return ti 
Ahum Mazda, from whom it caine, us 
puio us when it entered the world, 
not having yot rc.iehed the age of moral 
iieeountability. 


Childhood is the usual time of mar- 


riage., though it is sometimes con- 
tracted 
beetwen 
grown-up people. 


To the parents of the bride and groom, 
who make all arrangements, the evenl 
is one of absorbing interest, and is at- 
tended wfth much ceremony and dis- 
play. The Parsee women hold an hon- 
orable position; they are allowed to 
appear in public, to mingle in society 
and to them is given full chaxga o: 
household affairi. 


Kooning oat into the sea from tL» 


western part of Bombay Island rinil 
Malabar hill, A picturesque ridge, tar* 
raced to the top, and covered with trop- 
ical trees and shrubs and flowers, 
among which are scattered the luxuri- 
ous homes of the more- wealthy resi- 
dents of the city, both Indian and Euro- 
pean. The summit of this hill com- 
mands a view of surpassing beauty. 
At its foot, on the right, lies the sea- 
side village of Breach Candy; on the 
left the city of Bombay, with its beau- 
tiful bay and harbor studded with rocky 
islands, the blue water of the Arabian 
sea widening out in the distance on one 
side and the range of the Western 
Ghauts rising on the other, towerin: 
grandly to the height of six thousanL 
teet and »tretching along the line of the 
main-land coast as far as the eye can

There, in the midst of a garden 01 


loveliness, where the silence seems sa- 
cred and every suggestion is one of 
IHJIU eful rest, the Panees have erected 
their Hagris, or Houses of Prayer, and 
the Towers of Silence in which they lay 
their dead. In the largest Sagri, with 
religious ceremony, they kindled years 
ago the sanred fire, which, being con- 
stantly fed with incense and fragrant 
wood, is never allowed to go out. 


The Parsees emphatically deny the 


common imputation that they worship 
hro, declaring that they hold it sacred, 
not as God, but only as a symtiol oi 
deity. Zoroaster taught that "earth, 
air and water should never be defiled 
by contact with putrefying flesh, but 
that the decaying particles of our bod- 
ies should be dissipated as rapidly as 
posMblu in such a way that neither 
Mother Earth nor the beings she nour- 
ishes should be in the slightest degree 
contaminated." To theDokhmasscarce- 
ly belongs the name of towers, so pecu- 
liar are their proportions. 
Built of 


black granite and covered with white 
clninnru (a stucco made of calcined 
shells), they gleam among the luxuri- 
ant foliage like huge white cylinders of 
solid masonry. The largest of the five 
is about forty feet in diameter, and not 
more than twenty-five in height 
The 


bimillest and oldest was built by an an- 
eestorof the Modi family more than two 
hundred years ago, when the Parsees 
lirst settled in Bombay, and has been 
used only by his descendants. The sec- 
ond was erected in 1756, and the re- 
maining thioe at intervals during the 
following uentury

is sent for, who approaches the bed 
and repeats 'various texts from1 the 
Zend-Avesta calculated to afford 'con- 
solation to the' "dying man. Prayers 
are also said for the forgiveness of his 
sins. 
When he.ilies. a funeral sermon 


is preached, exhorting; the friends of 
the deceased to live pure, and holy lives 
' that they may meet him iri pa?adise. 
They are reminded that"they mti'st one 
day be called from this world to the 
presence of God to give a full account 
of their Jeeds here, Jand as they Ud not 
know, how goon (.hat. may be they are 
urged to prepare for death, and to 
meet It with a resignation and |WilImg- 
noss.

The relatives and frfdndj all 
bow low in token of respect, and the 
Nasasalar,, clad in jpure, white, gar- 
ments (which are always furnished new 
for every funeral), Braise the- bier and. 
bear the body from the hofise, while 
the mourners utter loud cries and 
lamentations. 
Priests in ftill 'dress 


lead the procession, in, which are only 
the male friends and< relatives of tfie 
deceased. They, too, , are dressed in 
white, and walk two by ftyo, each 
couple joined by holding a whiie hand- 
kerchief between thim. 


When the bearers 'reach the path 


leading to the door of the tower, they 
place the bier upon the ground/and un- 
cover the face of the' dead,. that the 
friends' may take a last loo'k, and all 
reverently bow, after which the mourn- 
ers turn back, and ' enter one ' of the 
Sagri, and pray lor the departed spirit. 
The bearers proceed to the tower,, and 
unlocking the door, carry th«ir burden 
within, and quickly lay it uncovered in 
one of the stone receptXcles. ' In 'two 
minutes they appear 'with the empty 
bier and white sheet, and the door is no 
sooner closed behind them than numer- 
ous vultures, that hav« been Hitting al- 
most motionless in a circle on the edge 
of the parapet, swoop dowri npon tEe 
body, and in a lew minutes return iand 
lazily settle themselves again, having 
left nothing behind but a skeleton. fThe 
bearera, on leaving the towej), proceed 
to a building shaped' like n huge barrel, 
where they bathe and change their 
clothes, bringing ont their polluted 
funeral garb and casting it aside nipon 
a receptacle ol stone prepared ',lor this 
purpose. None ol those, garments can 
leave the garden, lest they carry con- 
tamination with them. 


The skeleton is left to be bleached 


and washed by sun and Tain, and when 
three ov fonr weeks' have passed, the 
same bearera return, and with gloved 
bands and instruments like tongs drop 
the bones into their laat resting plfece, 
the central well. The peculiar duties 
of the Nasasalar are considered'so in- 
separable from defilement that, form-
